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The action against Garrison and his co-defendants was taken witiiin the fr/nne-

Before we now proceed to expose tne fr;ineup of Jim Garrison in all its scabrous 
detail, let's take a good, hard look at the Government's "star witneas''in the case, 
Pershing GervaiSo ^ho is tlris man and why was he picked by tne Department of injustice 
to ruin the reputation aiici possibly tire career of tne great New Orleans populist wiro 
has been giving the^elonious Washington Government so much trouble? 

First of all, and unhappily, it must be said that Gervais has been a long-time 
close personal friend of Jim Gsrrison„ The latter^ for all Ms otiier Mgh qualities, 
kis never cxMbited much insight in telling fals^riends apart from real ones and by 
tMs failure has hurt Mmself grievously again and again. Indeed, Garrison so misjudged 
Gervais - whom he had knoim since they served together as sergeants in the same battery 
of the Louisiana National Guard in the 1940s - that on Sept. 8, 1965, he publicly termed 
Mm "one of the finest men 1 iwve ever known" ~ one day bei’ore he had to fire the scoun- 
drel as a grafter caught red-handed. f5or« than t\ro years earlier, uriminal District Court 
judge Jo Bernard Cocke kid shown far better judgment when he described Gervais in court 
as "a tMef, grafter and ruffian." 

In their 196? book "Plot or Politics?" I'The Garrison Case and Its Cast;, the 
two New Orleans reporters Rosemary James and Jack Wardlaw drew an unflattering portrait 
of the man whom Garrison at the time still considered a friend, xhe authors note that 
the DA, soon after his election to Ms first term in 1961, "named an ex-cop and pal, Peiv 
sMng Gervais, as Ms cMef investigator, a move wMch caused bitter antagoMsm in some 
quarters immediately and one wMch was to cause Garrison no end of frustration later 
(tMs almost sourids prophetic.' - J.J. k 

"Geiarais had been discliarged from th© police force some years back and Police 
Superintendent Joseph I. oiarrusso mads it clear that he didn't like tne idea of Ms 
men v/orking under a man who had been fired from the force. 

"During a hot investigation in the Fifties, Gervais had testified tMt bribes 
were handed out to policemen on a weekly basis in their pay envelopes 'like a fringe 

b,.m.fito "Cerv^ais admitted he had tpken Ms "lousy 0 21 a week, ' but swore he had 
never 'hustled' a dime from anyone in his life. (Inridmntally, in the grafters' special 
lingo, a 'dime' often means a thousand dollars - J.J. ) Garrison vouched for Ms friend’s 
integp'ity and so did others, but there were many people in ths city who were not at all 
happy to see a laan vdth Pershing's knowledge in a position of potential power. 

"And, throughout Garrison's first term, he vjas attacked by his eriemies 
through Mb Achiilsjs Real - PersMng (well, as you can sea, that is still so today, 
only the nature of the enemy has changed - J.J.j

Ever since its smartine defeat in the Bay of Pigs, for wMch it blamed Presi- 
dent Kennedy's hesitation to wage all-out war, rather than its own conspicuous bungling,

According to Anderson, the CIA assigned several of its top operatives to the 
continuous assignment co icnock off Castro by any and all means available, wiiich began 
as part of the Bay of Pigs operation and ended about the first of march, 1963„ «'nile 
preparations for the assassination c;uapaign liad begun du^lnt the last months of the 
Eisenhower Administration, all six of the actual attempts took place during the tenure 
of President Kennedy,
